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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but found not persuasive for reasons of record. Specifically, Applicant argues that the cited prior art references do not teach the specific 
claimed release profiles. This is not persuasive because all elemental steps of the claimed invention have been addressed and taught by 
the cited prior art, therefore, the specific claimed release profiles are obvious. Applicant is encouraged to show a side by side comparison 
with the closest prior art to show that the release profiles are not the same. With respect to Applicant's reference to tables 5-7 of Goldie, 
this is not persuasive because the obviousness rejection is based on Goldie in view of Oshlack. Applicant is reminded that this is not an 
anticipatory rejection, but an obvious rejection that teaches all the elemental steps of the claimed invention. 

Applicant argues that the Oshlack reference does not read on the curing step. This is not persuasive because Oshlack teachings clearly 
encompass or at least make obvious the limitations drawn to temp and humidity. For example, relative humidity of 55-60% is taught in col. 
2, lines 14-39 at a temp greater than the glass transition temp of the polymer. Applicant is reminded that the teachings of Oshlack are not 
limited to just the examples. 
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
